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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to application 10/561,032 filed on December 16, 

2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to a parallel shaft support. Class 74. Subclass 413. 

Group II, claim(s) 10-13, drawn to planetary shaft support. Class 475. Subclass 343. 



The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Although some of the teaching is similar, the actual supports that are claimed that share similar 
shaft supports are in fact different parts. Therefore the only features they share are the bearing 
structures. These are taught by JP 10096463 A in view of "Tapered Roller Bearings-Single Row" 
(hereby referred to as "ARTICLE"). With regard to claim 1 , JP '463 teaches a transmission 
comprising: a housing; a shaft 9 in the housing; a helical gear 8 on the shaft and meshing with 
another helical gear 7 such that torque applied to the gears imparts a thrust load to the shaft; a 
first bearing 19 supporting the shaft in the housing and being capable of transferring radial loads 
between the shaft and the housing; a second bearing 22 supporting the shaft in the housing and 
being capable of transferring both radial loads and thrust loads in both axial directions between 
the shaft and the housing, the second bearing comprising: a cone located around the shaft and 
having a tapered raceway presented outwardly away from the shaft; a cup located in the housing 
and having a tapered raceway presented inwardly toward the raceway on the cone; and tapered 
rollers located in a single row between the raceways. JP '463 does not teach the specific details 
of the cones and cups of the bearings, or the housing supports. ARTICLE teaches a bearing 
comprising a cone and cup, each having tapered raceways, wherein a small rib is at the small end 
of the tapered raceway on the cones; a large rib is at the large end of the tapered raceway on the 
cup; and tapered rollers located in a single row between the raceways and between the ribs, and 
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having side faces against the raceways and large and small end faces along the large and small 
ribs, respectively. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify JP '463 to employ the specific cone and cup formations and housing 
supports of ARTICLE in order to provide more support for the rollers and better thrust 
distribution. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 
divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 
invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
